CONSTITUTION 


BAPTIST  STATE  €d.\VENTI05f  OF  NORTH  CiHOLINA. 

Akticlb  1.  This  Institution  shall  b3  called  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  education 
of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  approved  by  the 
churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong;  the  circulation  of  Bibles  and 
religious  books ;  the  employment  of  missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the 
State,  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the 
promotion  of  missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  sliall  be  kept  distinct  from 
each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated/agreeably  to  the  specifiic  intention 
of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and 
delegates  from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  coutiibutions  to  its 
I'unds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to'the 
Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  for 
every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  by  contributing 
at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Convention. 
may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues  a  member  in  good 
standing  in  the  Baptist  Church  to  wliicb  he  or  she  belongs.  Also,  by  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time,  may  become  a  life  member 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  upon  the  same  conditions. 

Art.  7.  Every  Association  expending  funds  for  State  Missions  or  Col- 
portage  under  the  direction  of  their  respective  Boards,  and  reporting  the 
same  to  tlie  Treasurer  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate 
10  this  Body  for  every  fifty  dollars  so  expended. 

Art.  b^.  Any  mcm'ber  of  any  Baptist  church,  and  every  Baptist  church 
or  Association  in  this  State  paying  funds  for  Foreign  or  Domestic  Missions 
to  the  Boards  of-the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  producing  the  re- 
ceipts therefor  to  our  Treasurer,  shall  bo  entitled  to  representation  in  this 
Convention  according  to  AriiclfS  5  and  G  of  thi;  constitutiou. 

Art.  9.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall  Le 
a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre- 
tary, a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor,  who,  witli  twenty  others,  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Managers,  live  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
•of  the  Conventiou  and  Board, 'that  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  preside  in 
case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be  re- 
quired to  discharge  the  duties  appropriate  to  their  respective  offices.  The 
Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of  the  Conventiou,  to  be  subject  to  the  or- 
der of  tlie  Board;  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty, 
and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which 
shall  be  audited  and  pubhshed  with  the  minutes. 

Art.  11.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  ;  when  they 
shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects 
■of  the  Convention. 

Art.  12.     There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to  the 


direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  vi*it 
Associations,  churches,  &:c.,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-operation  with 
this  Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  13.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  14.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  full  report  of  all 
their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  15.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  nt  r.ny  an^ 
nual  meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


RULES  OF  ORDER, 

1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  b?  opened  and  closed  with  prayer 
either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shsU  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  any  subject  to 
be  discussed. 

3.  "No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded;  and, no  member  shall 
jipeak  more  than  t\\  :ce  on  the  same  motion,  without  special  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in  any. 
way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the  mem- 
bers. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  otherwise 
directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walked  across, 
or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first  obtained, 
shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous  to  proceed- 
ing to  business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover,  and 
handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  t« 
adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to 
amend  ;  Avhieh  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged.  But  no  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  diflerent 
from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmntive 
or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  ma- 
jority to  move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the  same  da3^ 

IL  When  the  reading  ot  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  bjr  a 
member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  ot  the  Convention 
unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unalile  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be  de- 
cided by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regulations, 
he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  remind- 
ed of  his  duty  by  any  raoniber  present.

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EEPOET  OF  THE  BOAKD  OF  MANAGERS. 
To  THE  Baptist  State  Conventiojt  of  N.  C. — 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Board  arc  liappy  to  greet  you  on 
the  return  of  another  session  of  tlie  Convention  ;  and  in  pre- 
senting their  tliirtj-iirst  Annual  Report,  would  join  with  you 
in  most  devout  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  Ood  for  his  good- 
ness during  the  past  year,  in  mercifully  preserving  the  lives 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  and  those  connected  witli 
them  in  the  several  departments  of  our  benevolent  enterprises. 

Tlie  objects  which  the  Convention  seek  to  promote  are  State 
Missions,  Colportage,  Ministerial  Education,  and  Foi'elgn 
Missions. 

State  Missions.  * 

Your  Board  have  n*ow  in  their  employment,  as  missiona- 
ries, Elders  John  Mitchell,  R.  II.  Griffith  and  A.  W.  Wilcox. 

Elder  ]\Iitchell  preaches  in  Greensboro'  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Sabbaths  in  each  month.  Elder  Griffith  is  still  stiition- 
ed  in  Charlotte,  preaching  regularly  every  Sabbath. 

The  following  is  a  short  account  o;iyen  us  by  these  brethren 
of  their  success  in  their  respective  holds  of  labor. 

Bro.  Mitchell  states  tliat  during  the  past  year,  the  church 
at  Greensboro'  has  had  an  increase  of  15  by  baptism,  and  5 
by  letter.  The  church  now  numbers  thirty-nine.  The  church 
holds  a  prayer-meeting  semi-monthly.  For  further  encour- 
agement, we  would  say  that  the  Greensboro'  brethren  have 
organized  a  Sabbath  School,  and  though  yet  small,  it  is  regu- 
larly attended.  Bro.  Mitchell's  little  flock  are  much  in  need 
of  a  more  comfortable  house  of  worship  than  that  which  tliey 
now  occupy. 

Bro.  Griffith  states  that  within  the  last  three  years,  the 
church  at  Charlotte  has  doubled  its  membershiiD ;  that  three 
years  ago  the  church  numbered  55,  white  and  colored;  that 
now  there  are  58  whites  and  52  blacks — total  110. 

During  the  present  year,  seven  persons  have  been  added  to 
the  church.  Prayer-meeting  weekly, — Sabbath  School  at- 
tended reo-ularlv. 
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Bro.  Wilcox  lias  Lecii  laboring  in  AVasliington  tlireo  years, 
iind  we  are  j)leased  to  learn  that  tliere  is  a  growing  interest 
manifested  in  liis  congregations.  Tliey  consist  largely  of 
young  persons  who  are  very  attentive,  and  often  seriouSi 
Two  services  are  held  on  the  Sabbath  for  the  white,  and  one 
for  the  colored  j)eople.  A  weekly  prayer-meeting  is  well  sus- 
tained. Much  interest  is  also  felt  in  the  Sabbath  School, 
which  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Four  whites  and  fourteen 
colored  persons  have  been  baptized. 

Tlirough  the  instrumentality  of  Bro.  W.  the  little  chnrch 
at  Washington  has  been  greatly  revived.  In  view  oi'  the  im- 
portance of  the  field,  and  the  encouraging  aspect  of  things, 
Bro.  W.  entreats  the  Board  not  to  abandon  that  post  of  mis- 
sionary labor. 

With  these  few  words  from  our  brethren,  now  exerting 
themselves  in  the  above  named  places,  we  deem  it  unnecessa- 
ry to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  importance  of  State  Mis- 
•sions.  Let  the  cause  of  Christ  in  such  places  speak  fur  itself. 
If  the  truth  of  God  be  pledged  to  accomplish  that  whereunto 
it  is  sent,  then  surely  the  importance  of  sending  it  with  an 
implicit  reliance  upon  its  Divine  Author,  rises  up  before  our 
minds  in  an  encouraging  aspect.  To, talk  about  the  impor- 
tance of  State  Missions,  is  to  talk  about  the  importance  of 
preaching  the  gospel  right  in  our  own  neighborhood. 

And  again,  the  efforts  made  to  s]jread  the  gospel  in  our 
own  midst,  lie  at  the  very  foundation  of  the  grand  enterprise 
in  which  we  are  engaged,  to  evangelize  the  lieathen  world. 

Brethren,  we  \\Q.xe  reason  to  thank  tlie  gi-eat  Head  of  the 
Church  for  M'hat  he  has  done  in  succeeding  the  efforts  of  our 
I'retlrren  witli  the  comforting  iuliuenees  of  his  Holy  Spirit. 
But  what  should  inspire  our  hearts  with  renewed  zeal  in  the 
^\'ork,  is  the  continued  call  from  various  parts  of  our  State, 
"  Send  u?  men."  "  Give  us  the  living  ministry."  "  Is  there 
not  sonic  one  whom  you  can  send  to  preach  for  us  f  But 
what  is  the  response  of  the  Board  to  such  urgent  petitions  i 
It  is  truly  a  painful  task  for  the  Secretary  of  your  Board  to 
have  to  reply  :  "  We  have  no  means  in  the  Treasury  ;  we  can- 
not send  you  a  minister." 

Brethren,  let  us  no  longer  deny  the  herald  of  the  cross  the 
]irivilege  to  preach  to  the  destitute. 

It  will  not  of  course  be  imderstood  that  this  is  a  report  of 
tlie  number  of  missionaries  at  Avork  in  the  State  at  large.  By 
reference  to  the  minutes  of  several  of  our  Associations  in  the 
State,  M'e  see  that  the  good  work  is  being  carried  on  under 
the  direction  of  special  committees-     For  instance,  tlie  rnion 
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Association,  as  we  learn,  has  now  abont  ten  missionaries  at 
work  within  her  limits.  The  Beulali  Association  has  recently 
appointed  two,  and  doubtless  other  Associations,  of  whose  ac- 
tion npon  this  subject  we  have  not  been  able  to  learn,  have 
missionaries  employed  within  their  bounds. 

And  while  we  rejoice  to  know  that  the  work  is  being  pros- 
ecuted under  the  supervision  of  Associational  committees,  yet 
we  think  it  would  be  well  if  we  could  in  some  way  more  di- 
rectly co-operate  in  our  benevolent  enterprises. 

COLPOETAGE. 

Tliere  are  now  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  ten  Col- 
porters,  laboring  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  The  Board 
are  encouraged  in  seeing  manifest  improvement  in  this  de- 
partment of  christian  labor.  And  judging  from  the  increas- 
ing demand  fur  religious  books  and  tracts,  we  see  plainly  that 
our  i-esponsibilities  as  Baptists  to  place  the  Bible  and  other 
strictly  religious  books  in  destitute  families,  are  by  no  means 
diminishing. 

Tlie  Colporter,  whose  soul  is  alive  to  the  interests  of  Christ's 
kingdom,  and  who  regards  the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged 
in  its  true  light,  exerts  an  influence  for  good  in  many  places 
where  that  of  the  regular  ministry  is  not  heeded.  It  is  truly 
gratifying  to  your  Board  to  know  that  during  the  past  year 
much  has  been  done  in  this  department,  in  comparison  with 
what  has  been  done  in  former  years.  And  at  the  same  time, 
it  is  our  desire  that  a  greater  effort  be  made  during  the  ensu- 
ing year,  than  has  ever  been  manifested  on  this  important, 
sulvject. 

^iay  the  seed  of  divine  truth,  thus  sown  in  weakness,  spring 
up  and  bring  forth  fruit  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God. 

For  particulars,  we  refer  you  to  the  Eeport  of  the  General 
Superintendent  of  Colportage,  Elder  Jas.  S.  Purefoy. 

MiNLSTEEIAL  EDUCATION. 

Since  our  l-ast  annual  meeting,  the  number  of  young  men 
sustained  by  the  Board,  in  a  course  of  literary  training  pre- 
paratory to  engaging  in  the  ministry,  has  been  increased  from 
Jive  to  tJiirteen — nine  of  whom  are  pursuing  a  course  of  study 
at  Wake  Forest  College.  The  renuiining  four  nre  receiving  in- 
struction at  our  Preparatory  Schools  in  different  parts  of  tlie 
State, — one  at  Warsaw  High  School,  one  at  Eeynoldson  In- 
stitute, one  at  Beulah  Male  Institute,  and  one  at  Mt.  Vernon 
Springs.  The  rapid  increase  of  Beneficiaries  since  our  last 
meeting,  is  an  evidence  that  our  efforts  heretofore  to  provide 
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means  for  tlio  ediicational  advantages  of  young  )nen  ia  huni- 
])le  cireiiin^tanccs,  liave  not  been  in  vain. 

Tlie  Treasury  of  the  J>oard,  as  respects  this  particular  dc- 
parrnient,  has  recently,  as  is  well  known,  been  greatly  reliev- 
ed from  its  former  state  of  embaj-rassment.  Eut  notwith- 
standing this  tiinely  assistance,  we  are  persuaded  that  our  re- 
sponsibilities will  not  grow  less,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  as  tbe 
ineans  are  enhanced  the  number  of  applications  will  be  greater. 

Judging  fi'om  the  past  history  of  our  efforts  in  this  depart- 
ment, and  the  ftivoraljle  accounts  given  of  those  now  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  by  their  instructors,  vre  have  snf- 
ticient  grounds  for  encouragement.  Brethren,  npon  the  suc- 
cess of  this  department  of  our  Conventional  work  depends 
greatly  the  prosperity  of  the  rest.  The  harvest  is  still  extend- 
ing its  borders,  and  men  Avell  qualified  to  enter  tberein  are  in 
as  great  demand  now  as  ever. 

Then  this  de[)cirtment  of  our  benevolent  operations,  though 
at  present  in  a  prosperous  condition,  sliould  be  still  enlarged 
and  strengthened,  so  that  scores  of  young  men  with  pious 
hearts  and  well  disciplined  minds,  might  go  forth  annuall}' 
from  our  College  to  proclaim  the  "  glorious  gospel  of  the  bles- 
sed God''  to  a  M'orld  that  lieth  in  wickedness. 

Foreign  Missions. 

By  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Biennial  Con- 
vention, held  in  Ilichmond,  Ya.,  in  May,  1859,  we  are  pleas- 
ed to  learn  that  great  success  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the 
Baptists  in  the  South  in  this  particular  department. 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  have,  during  the  last  tw^o 
years,  made  new  appointments  to  the  fields  of  China  and  Af- 
rica. The  recent  opening  of  Japan  has  induced  the  Board  to 
send  two  missionaries  to  that  inviting  field.  And  now  within 
tiic  wide  domains  of  priest-ridden  Brazil,  brother  T.  J.  Bowen, 
a  faithful  pioneer,  has  been  sent. 

A  fcAV  years  since,  there  was  an  nrgent  demand  for  means. 
The  demand  was  suj^plied.  Then  a  call  for  men  went  forth 
from  the  Board.  They  had  the  means,  but  not  a  sufiicient 
number  of  laborers  ;  and  in  answer  to  earnest,  special  prayer, 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  has  sent  more  laborers  into  his  har- 
vest. 

In  a  recent  connnunication,  one  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retaries of  the  F.  M.  Board,  says :  "  The  past  twelve  montlis 
have  been  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  Board  with  re- 
spect to  "the  number  of  missionaries  appointed  and  sent  to  the 
foxeign  field.     Includhig  brethren  Yates,  Crawford  and  Bow- 
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en  with  their  vv'ives,  twelve  brethren  and  eight  sisters  have 
embarked  or  are  arranging  to  embark  on  the  errand  of  mercy  ; 
making  twentv  additional  laborers,  whom  we  are  pledged  to 
sustain  in  the  blessed  work  of  preaching  Christ  to  the  igno- 
rant and  perishing.  "Who  will  not  regard  tliis  as  a  most  en- 
couraging indication  ?  Shall  we  not  tliaidc  God  and  take 
courage  ? 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  our  pecuniar}^  li?bilities  will  be 
greatly  increase.  Shall  we  fail  to  meet  them  ?  Eveiy  true 
hearted  Missionary  Baptist  will  say :  No.  Let  every  one  im- 
mediately respond  by  an  appropriation  as  the  Lord  may  have 
])rospered  him.  Let  every  pastor  bring  this  statement  before 
the  church  over  which  he  presides,  and  make  the  proper  ap- 
peal for  the  needed  funds,  and  the  result  we  can  easily  predict. 

We  find  by  reference  to  the  Eeport  of  the  Foreign  Missioii 
Board,  tliat  during  the  last  two  years,  $4,316  ()S  were  contri- 
buted by  the  l^aptist  denomination  of  jSTorth  Carolina,  for  this 
department  of  christian  labor.  Brethren,  in  view  of  the  pres- 
sing demands  now  made  upon  our  common  brotherhood,  sliall 
we  not  greatly  increase  this  amount  during  the  present  i  Let 
us  bear  our  part  in  replenishing  the  treasury  of  the  Lord. 

We  are  happy  to  say,  that  since  our  last  meeting,  our  be- 
loved brother  Yates  has  arriv^ed  safely  at  his  post  of  mission- 
ary labor  in  China,  after  a  pleasant  and  prosperous  journey 
ofVour  months  and  a  half.  The  ship  Eureka,  in  which  h.^ 
sailed,  left  Xew  York  bay  on  the  37th  of  October,  1859,  and 
reached  Shanghai  on  the'^lOth  of  March,  1860.  AVe  may  well 
imagine  with  what  joy  he  was  greeted  on  his  arrival,  by  the 
little  band  of  christians  who  had  been  anxiously  awaiting  the 
time  when  they  should  again  see  the  face  of  their  beloved 
pastor. 

From  several  accounts  received  from  our  missionaries  in 
China,  we  are  led  to  believe  that  fears  are  entertained  by 
them  that  the  progress  of  missions  will  be  retarded  in  conse- 
quence of  the  belligerent  aspect  of  affairs  existing  between  the 
Chinese  and  the  allies  forces  of  England  and  France.  We 
trust,  however,  that  the  G-od  of  nations  will  overrule  these  op- 
jiosing  circumstances,  bring  order  out  of  confusion,  and  cause 
the  wrath  of  man  to  praise  Him. 

In  conclusion,  the  earnest  prayer  of  your  Board  is,  that 
your  present  session  may  surpass  all  former  ones  for  brotherly 
love,  unanimity  of  sentiment,  concert  of  action,  and  an  ardent 
desire  to  extend  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  throughout  the 
whole  world. 
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Agency. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  in  January  last,  Elder  B.  F.. 
Maralile  was  appointed  Cor.  Sec.,  whose  work  should  be  to 
present  the  claims  of  the  several  objects  of  the  Convention  to 
the  Baptists  throughout  the  State. 

Ever  since  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  we  have  felt 
the  necessity  of  some  systematic  plan  of  operation,  by  which 
to  awaken  a  livelier  interest  in  our  churches  generally,  in  re- 
gard to  the  several  benevolent  objects  which  it  contemplates. 

The  course  pursued  by  the  Cor.  Sec.  has  been  to  visit  as 
many  Associations  and  churches  as  possible,  and  urge  upon 
them  the  necessity  of  co-operation  with  the  Convention. 

This  plan,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn  from  the  re- 
ports of  the  Secretary,  has  met  with  general  favor  among  the 
churches. 

We  trusi:  rhat  the  time  is  not  distant  when  our  churches 
will  be  impressed  with  tlie  importance  of  systematic  benevo- 
1-ence,  and  when  tliey  will  collect  their  own  funds,  and  send 
them  through  their  delegates  to  the  Convention,  without  tlie 
^annual  return  of  &n  agent  to  remind  them  of  their  duty.

In  view  ctf  the  embarrassments  under  which  the  Board  have 
had  to  labor  for  want  of  funds  to  meet  the  calls  made  upon 
ithem,  and  iri  order  to  create  a  deeper  interest  on  tlie  part  of 
the  denomination  generally,  in  regard  to  the  objects  which 
we  coiitemplate,  your  Board  would  resiDectfully  suggest  the 
propriety  of  changing  its  present  location,  or  of  dividing  the 
several  objects,  and  creating  separate  Boards  at  the  most  fu- 
voriible  points  in  the  State  fur  each  individual  object. 
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EEPORT  OF  THE  DEPOSITORY  AGEKT  OF  COLPOR- 

TAGE. 

It  lias  been  difficult  to  employ  a  suitable  number  of  efficient 
colporters,  who  could  give  their  entire  time  to  this  important 
branch  of  our  Conventional  service.  The  reports  of  tliose  en- 
ffaffed  are  encourao-ins-. 

J .  B.  Harris  has  been  recently  appointed  to  labor  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Tar  River  Association.  He  is  received  with 
favor,  and  meets  with  ready  sales.  John  R.  Oliver,  who  was 
laboring-  within  the  bounds  of  the  Union  Association,  resigned 
last  spring.  He  did  good  service  during  the  time  he  labored. 
A.  B.  Ervin  labored  70  days  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  with 
efficiency,  but  resigned  to  go  to  school.  Elder  John  Robert- 
son is  still  laboring  a  part  of  his  time  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Bealah  Association,  but  as  he  has  churches  to  supply,  he 
cannot  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  M^ork  of  colportage.  He 
reports  qaite  a  number  of  conversions  and  additions  to  the 
Churches.  Pinkney  Oliver,  one  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
Convention,  labored  with  much  effect  in  the  vicinity  of  Madi- 
son during  his  summer  vacation.  R.  L.  Clay  labored  48  days 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  resigned  to  engage  in 
other  labors.  Elder  J.  A.  Stradley  spent  a  part  of  his  last 
winter  vacation  in  the  town  of  Goldsboro'.  He  was  kindly 
received,  and  met  with  good  success  in  selling  and  distribu- 
ting books  and  tracts.  Jesse  Wheeler  labored  43  days  in. 
connection  with  the  Raleigh  Association.  The  Association 
suspended  operations  some  month  since,  but  are  likely  to  re- 
sume the  good  work  again  very  soon.  W.  Pope  has  labored 
95  days  within  the  bounds  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Association, 
and  reports  much  good  success  of  revivals  and  additions  to 
the  churches.  D.  B.  Bennet  has  labored  43  days  in  Wayne 
county,  and  expresses  the  hope  that  his  labors  have  been  bles- 
ged  to  the  good  of  some  souls.  J.  J.  Eu»v'ards  has  labored 
IIY  days  in  connection  with  the  Union  Association,  and  is 
doing  good  service  there.  P.  Grimes  has  labor od  117  days  in 
Wilkes  and  adjoining  counties.  He  has  been  Providentially 
hindered  a  part  of  his  time,  but  is  now  at  his  jjost  doing  all 
he  can  to  give  the  truth  to  that  people.  Rev.  J.  P.  Monta- 
gue was  appointed  to  labor  in  Granville  county,  but  has  not 
performed  any  regular  work,  owing  to  a  press  of  business  on. 
his  hands. 

If  our  ministers  and  churches  will  look  out  and  recommend! 
suitablt;  persons  for  this  work,  I  think  the  amount  of  labor 
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iiiiiv  be  more  tlian  doubled  during  the  next  Conventional 
year. 

Our  o])erations  have  been  for  ten  months,  from  December 
J,  1859,  to  October  1,  I860,  as  follows: 
•  Labor  performed,  T78  days ;  families  visited,  3,999 ;  fami- 
lies conversed  or  prayed  with,  1,499  ;  families  destitute  of  the 
l)ible,  332  ;  destitute  of  other  religious  books,  260  ;  sermons 
or  addresses.  280  ;  prayer-meetings  held,  41  ;  Sabbath-schools 
organized,  17 ;  miles  traveled,  7S66 ;  church  libraries  sold, 
2 ;  Sunday-school  libraries  sold,  7 ;  Bibles  and  Testaments 
given  away,  113 — value  $27  04;  religious  books  and  tracts 
given  away,  $61  84 ;  Bibles  and  Testaments  sold,  356 — value 
$170  85  ;  religious  books  sold — value  $671  30 ;  pages  of  tracts 
distributed  about  100,000  ;  travelling  expenses  and  salaries, 
as  far  as  rendered,  $686  59.
